In 21 Rich. I. on information * given, thiat he, and his ſon 
Henry, (commonly called Hotſpur) had ſpoken ſome words in 
derogation of che King, he was ſent for out of the north; and 
neglecting to come, Was baniſhed the realm. Our hiſtorians 
relate, That King Richard going into Ireland, he ſent a Pur- 
ſaivant to the Earl of Northumberland, to attend him with all 
the force he could get together. Wherenpon the Earl return- 
ed anfwer, That it was not ſafe to draw away the ſtrength of 
che north to go againſt the Iriſh, whom a. leſs force, than 
_ © what the King had with him, was enough to ſubdue; and 
_ © thoſe countries would, by withdrawing the men, be expoſed 
to the injuries of the-Scottiſh borderers, who waited all op- 
portunities, as the King well knew, to make their advantages 
of England } and were no longer friends, than they wanted a 
fair occaſion to ſhew their enmity, with gain to themſelves : 


That ſince there was no guard appointed. in his abſence, he 


* hoped his majeſty would be better adviſed, than to require 
his attendance, which would be a greater diſadvantage to him 
at home, than his ſervice could profit him abroad.“ This 
' modeſt anſwer made no impreſſion. on the King, who had in- 
formation given him, that he was contriving an inſurrection in 
Eis abſence Z'and inſinuated, that by his not complying with his 


command, he was guilty of the accuſation. Wherefore the 


King ſeized upon his eſtate, and proclaimed him, and his. aſſo- 


cCilates, traytors, and ſo departed into Ireland. 


The nobility, and commons of the nation, had for ſeveral 
Fears been opened, and flighted by the King and his favou- 
rites; and at his departure into Ireland, vexed with unjuſt ex- 
actions, which made them long for relief; and the King's ab- 
| fence gave opportunity to put their deſigns in execution. The 


Earl of Northumberland, and his friends, had 'fuffered deeply, 


on ſuſpicion only, and were therefore the forwardeſt in contriv- 

ing to ſettle the crown on another head, which might govern

them with greater prudence, as well as mercy. He therefore 
ſet up Henry Duke of Lancaſter and Hereford, fon of John of 
Gaunt, Duke of Lancaſter, fourth fon of Edward the third, 

who was then in France, baniſhed by the King, and diſpatched 
meſſengers unto him there. The. Duke of Lancaſter, with on- 
ly a ſmall gnard, landed about tha bigbalag ot July, at Raven- 
fur in Holderneſs, in Yorkſhire ; where he was received by 
the Earl of Northumberland, and his ſon, Sir Henry Percy, 
the Earl of Weſtmorland, and many other perſons of honour, 
with a conſiderable body of men; and in few days their army 
was encreaſed to near 60000. ''The Duke of York, who was 
. governor of the nation in the King's abſence, had got together 
an army to oppoſe. the Duke of Lancaſter, and the Earl of 
Northumberland, in' their. march to London ; but they would 
not fight againſt them, whereby he was obliged to march an- 
other way, to meet the King at his landing in Wales. 8 
were received at London with all demonſtrations of Joy. 
that followed this remarkable change, is recited in our hiſtori- 
ans: I fhall only obſerve, that the Duke of Lancaſter ſent the 
Earl of Northumberland to the King i, then in the caſtle of 
Conway, in Wales, with an armed force; who in his way, had 
the two caſtles of Flint, and Rothland, delivered to him. And 
when he came to Conway, he only entered it with five men in 
his company, and ſent an herald to the King to declare, That 
he was ſent by the Duke of Lancafler, about an agreement betibeen 
them, and deſired a ſafe conduft; which being granted, he en- 
tered the caſtle of Conway, where he found the King, and the 

Earl of Saliſbury, to whom he delivered his meſſage; and per- 
ſuaded the King to leave the caſtle, and go to the Duke, who, 
be ſaid, would confirm the propoſals he made to him. At Flint 
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US they had a conference, and the King being ſubmiſſive, the 
n- WW Duke, at Cheſter, iſſued writs for a parliament to meet on the 
at feaſt of St. Michael; and the day after he was depoſed, and 
us BW the Duke of Lancaſter declared King, by the name of Henry the 
he fourth.

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nary merits and ſervices of this Earl, advanced a him to that 
great office of 'Conſtable of England, to hold for term of life, 
and to exerciſe the ſame by bimſelk, or ſuch his ſufficient de- 
puty, as he would anſwer for. Next gave * him the Iſle of 
Man, to v hold by carrying the ſword (which he wore at his 
landing in Holderneſs) called Lancaſter ſword, on the day of 
his coronation. - Then made him Juſtice a of Cheſter ; - and af- 
ter that, Conſtable of the caſtles of Cheſter, Conway, Flint, 
and Carnarvon; and moreover *, General-Warden of the weſt- 
marches toward Scotland; as alſo Governor * of the. town and 
caſtle of Carliſle. Likewiſe, in 1 Hen, IV. the King of France, 
upon the death of King Richard, wanting to have his daugh- 
ter Iſabel to her native country, ſent a ſolemn ambaſſy into 
England for that end ; when t 6 King gave them for anſwer, 
he would ſend to Calais, commiſſioners to treat about it; and 
thereupon this Earl, was ſent u into the country of Guiſnes on 
that buſineſs. Mr. Anſtis late Garter, in his preface to the re-

In 2 Hen, IV. the Earl of Northumberland. was confftimed * 
one of the Commiſſioners to treat of a marriage for Blanch, 
the King's eldeſt daughter, with Lewes, Duke of Bavaria, el- 
deſt ſon to Rupert, King of the Romans, | 
In 3 Hen. IV. the Scots again invading * England, this Earl, 
and his valiant ſon, having then the Earl of Dunbar with them, 
(who had deſerted his countrymen) raiſed v a conſiderable 
power; and giving them battle ? at Halwedon-Hill, obtained a 
ſignal victory, wherein the Earl Douglas, their General, was 
wounded, and made priſoner, and ſeveral others. Whereupon 
the King ordered this Earl, Guardian of the Weſt-Marches to- 
Wards Scotland *, not to ſet them at liberty for any Ranſom. 
In 4 Hen. IV. the King granted to him, b and his heirs, for 
His or ſervices in time paſt, and eſpecially for his laudable 
conduct in the late expedition againſt the Scots, (who were in- 
vading the kingdom of England) the whole county of Douglas;

|  ſoners, whoſe redemptions would raiſe great ſums. The Earl 
alledged, That as it was moſt juſt, that they who had un- 
| © dergone the danger of battle, ſhould have all the advantages 


of prey and priſoners; ſo it had been the cuſtom of the 


Kings of England, to allow the Lords of the north, all 
advantages of the Scotch wars, to encourage them in defend- 
ing his dominions, and make up the damages of the continual 

_ _* depredations of that faithleſs people,” The King angry at 
this ſeeming denial, not only took the priſoners he had demand- 
ed, but was ſo diſpleaſed with the Earl, as not to ſuffer him to 
come into his preſence. Having been ſignally inſtrumental in 
raiſing King Henry to the throne, he reſented this ſeverity to 


him, not only as a great injuſtice, but great ingratitude ; and 


therefore reſolved to revenge his wrong upon the King himſelf; 


whom, as he had ſet up, ſo he thought he had power enongh 
to pull him down ; commanding in his country like a petty

The King was inclined to wit 
their anſwer, but the Earl of March, a Scot, telling him delays - 
were e eee put him upon haſtening to them, to give them 


battle; which proved of ſome advantage to the King. For the 
Earl of Northumberland, being indiſpoſed, was not come to 
his ſon at Shrewſbury. The King, to avoid the effuſion of 
blood, offered them pardon, upon their own terms: And Lord 
Percy was ſo far wrought on, that he was willing to ſubmit to 
the King, and ſent his uncle, the Earl of Worceſter, to repre- 
ſent their -grievances ; who having procured a conference, the 
King condeſcended to heal the breach. But the Earl of Wor- 
ceſter at his return, repreſented things ſo ill to the Lord Percy, 
that he was more incenſed than before, and forthwith blew, the 
trumpet for battle. The King was ready to receive him, and 
the fight being begun, the Scots, with great reſolution, fierce- 
ly fell upon the King's van- guard, and forced them to give 
ground, and had almoſt broke in upon his main body; and be- 


ing ene by the Welch, the King, put to his laſt refuge, 
called in his 


corps de reſerve, to reinforce his army, by which 

he recovered his ground; and after a freſh rencounter, got the 
better. The Lord Percy, and Earl Douglas, General of the 
Scots, boldly attempted to ſlay the King; and forcing their 
way through the King's party, got to his ſtandard, which they 
overthrew, killing Sir Walter Blount, the-Standard-Bearer, the 
Earl of Stafford, and many others, that guarded it: The King 
was retreated from the ſtandard, warned of the danger by the 
Earl of March; and watching the opportunity, made ſuch an 
onſet on his enemies, in the abſence of their chief commanders, 


that he broke their order, and obtained a compleat victory. 


The Earl of Northumberland, who by indiſpoſition had been 
kept from joining his brother and fon, was marching towards 


Shrewſbury with a reinforcement; but bei g met by the Earl 
of Weſtmorland, with a ſtrong detachment 
treated to Warkworth caſtle. The King afterwards went to 


York, whence he ſent his commands to the Earl of Northum- 


berland to diſband his forces, and come to him, giving him aſ- 
ſurances of mercy. The Earl obeyed his ſummons, and diſ- 
miſſing his forces, attended at York, on the morrow after 
St. Lawrence's day, Auguſt 11, when the King (pardoned bim 
his life, but "deprived him of his eſtate and honours, for the 
preſent, 'and kept him in priſon, till the ferment was ov,

thumberland. The ſame day, at the requeſt of the commons, 
the King commanded the Earls of Northumberland, and Weſt- 
44 in token of perfect amity, to kiſs each other in open 
parliament, and to take each other by the hand thrice, which 
they did; and ſo often they kiſſed each other, as they took ' 


hands, being thrice; and promiſed that their tenants, and men, 
ſhould do the like. 


Friday, 224 of February, at the requeſt of the commons, 


the Earls of Northumberland, and Dunbar, in token of amity, 


before the King, and Lords, in full Parliament, took each other 
by the hand, and kiſſed each other. 

The ſame day, at the requeſt of the commons, the Kiog; in 
full parliament, affirmeth the Archbiſhop of Canterbury, the 
Duke of York, the Earl of Northumberland, and other Lords, 


which were fuſpected to be of the confederacy of Sir Henry 


Percy, to be his true legemen ; and that they, nor any of 
them, ſhould not be impeached, therefore, ” the King, or his 


heirs, at any time enſuing, 


But the death of his ſon ſitting heavy on the Earl, and find- 
ing himſelf much flighted by the Ling, ſo __ him, that

the next enſuing year (vz. 7 Hen. IV.) he took advantage ! of 
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the diſcontents of Thomas Moubray, Earl Marſhal, and Ri- 


| chard Scrope, Archbiſhop of York, and joined with them in 


their rebellion ; who failing ® in that attempt, loſt their lives. 
Whereupon, the King marching after this Earl, forced him to 
flee ® (with the Lord Bardolf ) to Berwick, and thence into 


Scotland. 


The King; in nis purſuit, aſſaulted Berwick, Warkworth, 
Alnewick, and ſeveral other caſtles, that belonged to the Earl 
of Northumberland, which being ſurrendered to him, put an 


end to the rebellion. Then the King called a parliament to 


grant him ſupplies, and told them how turbulent the Earl of 
Northumberland had been; that he had been the inſtrument of 
two rebellions; that he could never hope for any ſecurity, ſo. 
long as he was alive; for thongh he was in Scotland, he was 
near his friends in the north, and among his enemies, the Scots; 
who, if not out of love to the Earl, yet, out of hatred to 
him and the Engliſh, would take an opportunity to diſturb his 
peace, And theſe thoughts gave him ſuch uneaſineſs, that he 
agreed with ſeveral of the Scotch nobles, to reſtore certain 
great men of their kingdom, whom he kept priſoners, if they 
would reſign the Earl of Northumberland, and Lord Bardolf, 


Into his hands; to which the Scots conſented, and conſpired to 
deliver them. But the Lord Flemming, who had entertained 


them, hearing of the deſign, gave them notice of it, and there- 
upon they fled into Wales. After ſome ſtay there , the Earl 
went into France and Flanders, to get aid againſt King Henry; 
but meeting with no ſucceſs, he returned again into Scotland, 
and by the aſſiſtance of that nation, entering England, reco- 
vered many of his own caſtles and lordſhips, before the King 
could get his army together. Which proſperous beginnings 
encouraged the Earl to go on to Thirſk ?, where he publiſh- 
ed a proclamation, That he came to relieve the Engliſh' nation 


From their many, and unjuſt oppreſſions ; and required all per ſons, 


that loved the liberty of their country, to reſort to him immediately, | 


with their weapons and armour, to aſſiſt him. When the King 


was certified thereof, he haſted towards the Earl with a great 
army. But Sir Ralph Rokeſby, high Sheriff of Yorkſhire, 


having raiſed the Poſſe Comitatus to ſtop their progreſs, reſo-

He was 
one of the leading Members of the Houſe of Commons in the 
reign of King Charles II. and one of the twelve Comtnoners, 
who, with ſix of the Houſe of Peers, were appointed to exa- 
nine and ſtate the publick accounts, the King having promiſed 
tis two houſes of parliament, that he would Conſtitute Com- 
nifioners for taking the accounts of the ſeveral ſums of money 
aligned to carry on the war with the Dutch, to the end that 
his Majeſty and people might be ſatisfied in the fairhful appli- 
ation thereof, He ſerved in Parliament for the borough of 
p ca 1 | 
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vat of his reign. He married Jael, daughter of Sir Francis 
Godolphin, Knight of the Bath, and ſiſter to Sidney Earl of 
_ Godolphin, Lord High Treaſurer of Great-Britain, by whom 
| be had ſeveral children, of which, Dorothy was wedded to $ir 
Philip Meadows, Knight-Marſhal, and one of the Comptrollers 
ef the Accounts of the Army; and Anne was married to the 
preſent Sir John Evelyn, of Wotton in Surry, Bart. 
Hugh, his fon and heir, was created Lord Viſcount Falmouth, 
&c. In the reign of Queen Anne he was a Member in ſeveral 
Parliaments for the county of Cornwall, and boroughs of Try. 
ro, and Penryn; and was Groom of the Bed-chamber to his 
Royal Highneſs Prince George of Denmark, and attended in 
that poſt at his funeral November the 13th, 1708. He was 
conſtituted Warden of the Stannaries 3oth of April, 1708; 
and on the acceſſion of our late Sovereign he was made Comp. 
troller of his. Majeſty's Houſhold, and ſworn of the Privy. 
Council, October 12, 1714. On the 13th of June, 1720, in 
the ſixth of that reign, he was created Baron of Boſcawen-Roſe, 
and Viſcount Falmouth-in the county of Cornwall. On the 3d 
of April, 1724; he was appointed Vice-Treaſurer of Ireland, 
&c. and on his reſignation. of that poſt, was conſtituted Lord 
Warden of the Stannaries: He was alſo Captain of St. Maw's 
' Caſtle; and Recorder of the towns of Tregony, and Penryn. 
His Lordſhip; who died ſuddenly at Trefuſis in the county of 
Cornyal, on the 25th of October, 1734, was a true Engliſh- 
man; had the intereſts of his country much at heart, and ſtea- 
dily purſued them. He was zealouſly attached to the Hanover 
_ fucceſſion and family, both before it took place, and ever after, 
The ſervices he exerted in that reſpe&, coſt him immenſe ſums 
of money, particularly on the noble ſtand he made in his own 
country in the rebellion in 1715, being the chief in preſerving 
the quiet and peace of the county of Cornwall.

French fleet (the 3d of May) who were convoying from the 
Ports of France, to the Eaſt and Welt-Indies, ſhips laden with 


 Merchandize and warlike ſtores; and not one of the ſhips of 
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" war. onging \ging to that fleet eſcaped. Thereupon he was con. 
: Baule Rear-Admiral of the Blue Squadron of his Majeſtys 

Fleet; alſo Commander of a Squadron, and General of his * | 
1 4 Forces, employed on an expedition to the Eaſt. Indies. 
On the 4th of November, 1747, he failed from St. Helen, 
With a fair wind, which only ſerved for that day (as I have it 
from letters ſent me by my ſon, during the whole expedition) 
but Admiral Boſcawen, anxious of getting out of our channel, 
© choſe rather to turn to the windward with the fleet, than put 
back. Meeting with hard gales of wind, they were obliged 
to anchor in Torbay, where the fleet arrived about 11 O'Clock, 
November 10; but at four in the evening, the wind ſerving, 
_ failed again, and proceeded to the Land's-End, when it turned 
"again ; but ſtruggling with the winds, came to anchor in the 
road of Madeira, the 13th of December. Some ſhips were ſe- 
parated by the hard gales of wind, which joined the- Admiral 
on the 17th, who uſed all poſſible means to get the fleet in a 
condition to fail, which was completed on the 22d, and failed 
on the 23d. On the 29th of March following, the fleet came 
to an anchor in Table-bay at the Cape of Good Hope. On the 
Zoth the ground. was pitched on to encamp, and men ordered 
on ſhore to clear it; but the wind blowed ſo freſh, that the 
forces could not land till the 6th of April, when the whole en- 
" camped in good order and diſcipline, being three battalions 
With artillery. On the right 400 marines, making one bat- 
_ talion : Six Engliſh independant companies, of 112 men on the 
left; and fix Scotch companies in the center. The men made 
a good appearance; and no pains were ſpared to diſcipline, and 
. refreſh them, for their better performance in action. The Ad- 
- miral, by his gentle behaviour, entirely gained the love of the 
' land-Officers; and never was greater harmony among all degrees 
© of men, than in this expedition, every one thinking they were 
happy in being under his command. The time they ſtayed at 
the Cape was of great ſervice to the fleet, who had freſh meat 
the whole time; but their ſtay was longer than intended, occa- 
- fioned by five India-ſhips, with forces on board, parting from 
the fleet, purpoſely to get firſt to the Cape, in order to ſell 
their private trade to a better advantage; but were miſtaken, 
as they did not arrive till the 14th of April; and thoſe India- 
' ſhips that were with the Admiral, had ſupplied the Cape with 
all Was wanting. On the 8th of May the fleet failed from the 
Cape in good health, but met with contrary winds and hard 
gales before it weathered the Cape; and after much bad weather 
made the iſland” Mauritius, in latitude 20 ſouth, belonging to 
"the French, on the 23d of June, 1748. At 9 o'Clock the ſame 
day, the Admiral (having before given orders to all the Captains 
of Men of War to be ready) failed along the ſhore in _ 
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battle, the Pembroke Man of War, of g guns, ding the- 


un; and about three o'clock came oppoſite to a battery that 
fired on them; which was returned by the Pembroke; and 
moſt of the ſhips fired thereon as they paſſed ;' but being out of 


int · blank ſhot, no damage was done on either ſide. About | 


ſeven at night the fleet came to. anchor in Turtle- bay, near the 
mouth of the harbour, but no ſhip could fail into it, the wind 
conſtantly blowing out of the harbour's mouth ; and the channel 
ſo narrow that but one ſhip can go in at a time, The French 


had two batteries, one of ten guns, the other of eight, at Tur- 


tle-bay, which fired at the Pembroke, but moſt of their ſhot 
fell ſhort. On the 24th in the morning, the Admiral ordered 
Mr. Bickerſtaff, chief, and Mr. Fenner, ſecond Engineer, Capt., 

Lloyd of the Deal-Caſtle, and Lieutenant Iſlip of the train, in 
the Swallow ſloop, to reconnoitre the harbour and coaſt, in or- 
der to fix on a place to land the forces. A council of war was 
held at their return, by land and ſea Officers; and from the re- 
port made by thoſe Gentlemen, it appeared to the council of 


var, that the forces could land at no place but Turtle-bay, four 


miles from the town, and that the whole way was through a 
thick wood, where the enemy had ſeveral batteries. In the 
night the Pembroke was ordered to warp in, to ſilence the bat - 
teries at Turtle- bay; and the maſters of men of war were or · 
dered to go in boats, and ſound the harbour and coaſt, for a 
place to land at. The Pembroke warped in as near to the 
ore as would permit, drove them from their guns, but could 
not get near enough to diſmount them. The Maſters reported 
they had been in the harbour, and on the coaſt, which they 
found defended by rocks, that it was impoſſible for a ſhip to 
warp into the harbour ; and the enemy had moored a ſhip of 
60 guns croſs the channel; and two forts were on each ſide the 
harbour, which would ſink any ſhip before they could warp in; 
On the 25th a council of war was called, conſiſting of land and 
ſea Officers, the reſult whereof was, that there being no place 
but Turtle- bay to land at, it was judged we ſhould loſe five 
hundred men in attempting it; and as the Admiral s orders 
were not to hazard the forces there, but to look in, and take 
it if practicable without loſs of men. And affairs of greater 
conſequence being to be executed, the council of war unani- 
mouſly agreed, to proceed on their voyage; and left the 
iſland on the 27th of June. It is moſt deſirably ſituated, there 
being a continual ſpring, and defended by natur ry, as it is al- 
moſt impregnable. Our forces were in good health and ſpirits, 
and all to a man wiſhing to go on ſhore, had it been with a poſ- 
dbility of ſucceſs. . 

As my ſan imparted to me his journal, and what is mentioned 
das not well known, 1 boſe it will be ſatisfactory to the 
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curious, as well as the following account. '* On TELE «7 of 
July we arrived at Fort St. David's, having met with a fine 


. ©'paſſage from the- iſland of Mauritius, and our men were in 


good health, except ſome ill of the ſcurvy. The next day 


the forces landed, and were encamped till all things were rea- 


dy for our march to Pondecherrie, which was about ſixteen 


miles diſtant, The India Company's forces joined us; and 
« every thing neceſſary for the ſiege bein completed ON the | 
#-7th of Auguſt, we decamped the next day, and marched ta. 


* wards Pondecherrie, but were obliged to make ſhort marches, 


the weather being extreme hot. On the 13th of Auguſt we 
attacked Arrecopong Fort, within three miles of Pondecher- 
rie, which commanded the paſs of a river; and we were ob- 


- © liged to take it, to keep a communication with Fort St. Da- 


_ C-yid's, We had information that the French were intrenched 


— 


before the fort; on which all our grenadiers, and pickets, 


were ordered to attack them. I was on that command, and 
Fan eye-witneſs to as gallant A behaviour in men as ever 
Was known. We marched up a plain for near a mile, in front 


of the fort, ten guns playing on us from it; but we marched 
up to the walls, without taking our firelocks from our ſhoul: 
ders, the enemy playing great guns and ſmall arms the whole 
time. Finding no intrenchment, and not being prepared to 
© take the fort, we retired in good order. Our lofs, killed and 
* wounded, were about fifty teldlers, one Captain, and a Lieu- 
* tenant killed, and two Lieutenants wounded, with Major 
# Goodier of the train, who is fince dead. The army encamp- 
ed near the fort; and having got two guns, eighteen pound: 
* ers, and two twelve pounders, from the ſhips, that attended 
us on the coaſt, we made regular approaches. The enemy 
had a ſmall battery near the fort, which we blew up on the 
* 19th; and thereupon the French abandoned the fort, which 
ve took poſſeſſion of. On the 26th we marched from Arre: 


© 9 copong, and attacked the barrier of Pondecherrie, and made 
. © ourſelves maſters thereof; which had the French defended as 


they ought to have done, we muſt have loſt numbers of men, 
And guns, with ſtares, being landed as faſt as poſſible, we 
opened pur trenches the next day, and the bomb-veſſel was 
© ordered immediately to play. On the 1oth of September we

which had many rebels, and numerous forces, on board; and 
by his very appearance defeated; the vain hopes of the enemy, 
compelling. them to relinquiſn their diſappointed enter prize, 
and to ſeek their ſafety by a flight towards their on ports, at- 
tended with loſs. With no leſs vigilance he repreſſed, not long 
ſince, the like machinations of the ſame traitors in the ports of 
france, ho were ſo diſconcerted at his preſence; as to aban- 
don the ſchemes they had projected; for which prudent ſer- 
vice we conferred on him the dignity of Baronet, the firſt. 
mark of our royal favour, |; Moreover, lately, when new con- 
tentions were ſpringing up in Italy, and the diſcord of Princes 
was on the point of embroiling Europe again in war, he did

Edward V. in the Tower, but in compaſſion ſpared, and ſent 
ſecretly away. However, he cleared himſelf of that ſuſpicion, 
by going with the Lord-Deputy, and the Earl of Ormond, 
againſt his abettors, in 1494 ; yet n this, he had 
ſame enemies, who repreſented with the greateſt indignation 


to the Deputy, that he did it very unwillingly, and was ſo far 


from deſiring to ſuppreſs the King's enemies, that he was more 
indulgent to them than he ought, and on that account had con- 
trived clandeſtine plots with the chief of the Iriſh to oppoſe the 


Deputy, and eſpecially with O Hanlan; (in whoſe country they 


then were) to murder him. This accuſation was very incredi- 
ble, for O Hanlan, in 1495, denied upon his ſolemn oath, 


That he knew of any ſuch proceedings between them.“ Yer 


this is certain, that his brother James (and by his advice as was 
imagined) ſeized on the caſtle of Catherlough, and ſecured it 
by a garriſon, which obliged the Deputy to lay aſide the pro-

ance with Plunket of Rathmore, and fought ſeveral ſkirmiſhes.

forced Neile Mac Art O Neile, to ſubmit and give hoſtages, and 
ſet at liberty all the priſoners he had detained there. This ſer- 
vice being over he marched in October to Cork, where, by rea- 
ſon of that city's late defection in abetting of Perkin Warbeck's 
pretenſions, and to prevent the like, he placed a garriſon, and 
obliged the inhabitants, with thoſe of Kingſale, to. ſwear alle- 
glance, and bind themſelves thereto, both by indentures and 
hoſtages. In the beginning of March his Lordſhip held a par- 
lament at Dublin, by the title of Lord-Deputy to Henry Duke 
of York, the King's ſecond ſon, (after King Henry VIII.) who,

Magnus the martyr, Auguſt 19, 1504, he fought the famous 


battle of Knockto, or Knocktough, in Connaught, five miles 
from Galway, when, (after encouraging his men, telling them 


all they had, and the honour of their Prince, depended upon 
that day's ſervice,” as well as their own ſafety; being far from 


their towns and caſtles, and in a country unknown to moſt of 


them) he acquired an entire victory over Ulick Bourk, Chief 


of Clanricard, commonly called Mac William, Terlough O Bri- 


en, Chief of Thomond, Melroony O Carrol, and others, who 
finding his Lordſhip's power too great to be oppoſed ſeparately, 


had confederated together, and drawn into a body the greateſt 


army that had been in Ireland ſince the conqueſt; whereof 


four thouſand (or according to the book of Howth, nine thou- 


ind) were ſlain, and ſome taken priſoners; the conſequence 


of which great victory was, the ſurrender of Galway, and 
Athunry, the deſtruction of that whole country, and loading 


the conquerors with prey and booty. At his return to Dublin 
from this ſignal enter prize, he beſtowed thirty tuns of wine up- 
on his ſoldiers. Alſo, the ſame year, being attended with the 


Mayor and Commons of the city, (as he had been before to 


Knocktough) he marched to Ballagh-Aſperd, upon O Carrol 
and his abettors, whom he totally deſtroyed, and burned their 


country: And in September ſent Walter Fitz-Symons, Arch. 
biſhop of Dublin, to England, to give an account of theſe, 


and other publick affairs. And the King was ſo well pleaſed 
with his ſervices, that he procured him to be elected one of the

On November 1, 1506, he went to the cathedral af tho

Deſmond ; Terlough O Brien, Dynaſt of Thomond; and Mac 


William; with whom he maintanied a long and ſharp engagement, 
in which many on both ſides fell; but his ſoldiers being loaden 
with ſpoils, and tired with a tedious march, ſuſtained the greater 
loſs, yet were only parted by the night, which put an end to 
the battle; and his Lordſhip, by the advice of his friends, re- 
tired the next day in good order. In 1511, he employed moſt 
of. his time in putting himſelf in a condition to appear formid · 
able againſt the enemies of the publick peace; and: having, in 
1503, demoliſhed the caſtle of Belfaſt, which being afterwards 
repaired, he a ſecond time took and deſtroyed it in 1512, waſt- 


ed the country, and diſtributed. the ſpoil among his foldiers. 


That year he built St. Mary's chapel, in the choir of Chriſt 
Church, Dublin, where himſelf was afterwards. honourably in- 
terred, near the high-altar, October 16, 1513, and where his 


arms, within the garter, and thoſe. of his wives, ſtoqd toge - 


ther, with thaſe of many of his predeceſſors, and ſucceſſors, 

until defaced by William Moreton, Biſhop of Kildare, and Dean 
of that church, upon a new model thereof. .

On his return to Ireland, he obtained leave of the Dopmy 
Mm invade the territory of Lein; - in which expedition, being 
accompanied by the Mayor of Dublin, and divers citizens, he 
burned ſome villages; but being intercepted by an ambuſn, 
loſt a great many men, and, with ſome difficulty, retreated to 
Dublin. Soon after jealouſies and diſcords ariſing between

This ſo exaſperated the 
Earl of Ormond, that he ſent an impeachment againſt the Earl 
of Kildare to England. Whereupon the King, at the inſtance 
of the Marquis of Dorſet, the Earl's- father-in-law, iſſued a 
commiſſion, authoriſing Sir Ralph Egerton, Sir Anthony Fitz- ' 
Ln one of ang Juſtices of the. Common-Pleas, ah J ames 
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Denton, Dean of Litchfield, to examine the matter; with in- 


ſtrüctions, that if the Earl of Kildare purged himſelf of the 
crimes objected, then to depoſe the Earl of Ormond; and place 


him in the government in His ſtead. The Commiſſioners arriv- 


ing at Dublin about Midſummer-day, ſpeedily determined the 


Matter in favour of the Earl of Kildare, by agreement between 
the Earls, bearing date July 28, 1524.

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His Lordſhip, on the firſt inſurrection of the Triſh in 1641, 
* meeting to the gentry and commons of the county of 
ildare at Naas, when he was choſe by them Governor of that 
county; after which, in conjunction with them, he appointed 
three gentlemen to be Captains (entruſted by his Majeſty's 
council at Dublin), for the guarding and defending of the county 
in that diſordered time. And the Earl became a' great full a 
ferer by the ſaid troubles, having his houſe of Maynooth rifled

He was alſo ſworn (with his bro- 
ther Wentworth) of his Majeſty's privy council, and made 
Captain of a troop, of horſe (when the greateſt men in the 
kingdom had no ——— the army not being regi- 

In 1674, he was joined with his nephew in the go- 
vernment of the county of Kildare; of which, in 1689, he Was 
made Cuſtos Rotulorum. He lived in great honour and aſteem 
at Grangemellan, of which place, February 13, 1674, he took

On the 6th of Auguſt 1677, he had the degree of Doctor 
of Laus at Oxford, on the recommendation of James Duke of 
Ormond, Chancellor of the Univerſity. When King James 
came to the crown, he was ſtripped of all his offices and em- 
ployments, and his troop, (purchaſed by himſelf) for which 
he had refuſed 2000 l. ſometime before, diſpoſed: of to another. 
Having been bred from his infancy in England, he had a per- 
fect abhorrence of popery; and although King James, the 
Lord Tyrconnel, and divers others, had ſeveral times offered 
him many advantages of grandeur and power; yet ſuch was 
his ſteady adherence to the Proteſtant religion, and intereſt 
of his country, that they were often heard to ſay, He would 
force them to ruin him, which they were ſorry for. 
The Lord Tyrconnel not only diſarmed the Proteſtants, and

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took their horſes from them, but made an attempt on the 


lives of the moſt eminent perſons in Dublin, taking one morn- 
ing from their houſes, this Mr. Fitz-Gerald, with ſeveral 
others, ho were carried through the ſtreets, in a moſt in- 
folent manner, to the Lord Chief Juſtice Nugent's, who or- 
dered them to Newgate, and were confined in the moſt com- 
mon and naſty room in that wretched priſon; and although it 
was repreſented their lives would thereby be endangered, they 
were anſwered, It was good enough for them. Accordingly Mr. 
Fitz-Gerald remained there 21 weeks, until, by frequent ap- 
plications and importunities, an order of council was obtained 
to diſcharge him on bail; when, giving conſiderable: bonds for 
his ſecurity, he was permitted to live with ſome eaſe in his 
own houſe for about five months: yet, leſt he might hold 
correſpondence with the citizens, who were {till ſuſpected to 
have great ſtore of concealed arms, a regiment of foot was

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| landing in Ireland, leave was promiſed him to ſtay at his 
houſe under a guard; but he was hurried out of it by an in- 
ſolent militia officer, aſſiſted with ſeven citizens, without al- 
lowing him one moment to put his affairs in order, and car - 
ried to the caſtle, where he met with Dr. King, and Dr. Foy, 
(rwo eminent divines, and afterwards biſhops) in the guard 
room, brought thither ſome hours before on the ſame account: 
and, after ſome deliberation, he was ordered to be confined in 
the college, in which, at that time, were above 50 priſoners of 
When the news of King James's defeat at the "Boyne had 
reached Dublin, the city was in the utmoſt confuſion, occax 
fioned by rumours of being to be burned, and the caſtle'blown 
up, and in it all the proteſtant inhabitants: on which alarm 
Mr. Fitz-Gerald beſtirred himſelf, and it may juſtly be faid, 
that by his conduct and courage he prevented ſo terrible a difs 
aſter ; having deſired Sir Robert Gore, with two or three Ser, 
vants, to go to the caſtle, and carry a letter to Mr. Spike, wha 
kept the keys of it for King James; and required him to deliver 
them to Sir Robert, with which he complied. After this, ac. 
companied by the Biſhop of Limerick, Dean Burke, and eight 
or nine gentlemen more, he marched out of the college towards 
the city, and at the end of the Lord Charlemount's houſe was 
commanded by a centinel to ſtand ; but he puſhing forward, 
demanded by whoſe order he ſtood there? Whereunto he an- 
ſwered, by his Officer's ; that the guard was at hand, and that
